Spinach Already Being Har- 


vested; Weather Has Been 


Perfect, Barnhart Says 


"Prospects for the seasonal can- 


ning look very good as the result 
of bountiful rains and plentiful 
sunshine," says C. R. Barnhart. 
who is associated with the Winorr 
Canning Co., in this city. 


'At the beginning of the season 


with the reverse weather, partic- 
ularly the very cold nights, the 
crops were threatened,

"At the present tune the spinach 


crop is being harvested and canned 
and this will continue until June 
5, The spinach harvest baa been 
a fairly good crop, although the 
market does not look bright," Mr. 
Barnhart said. "Early peas will 
probably be canned beginning the 
week of June 10 and the corn crop 
will follow. The latter promises 
to be much better than last year's. 
It is estimated that between 7,000 
and 8,000 acres of corn will be 
planted and harvested in Picka- 
away-co. 


"There are also many acres of 


lima beans, pumpkins, beets, to- 
matoes and string beans, 
being 


planted which will be canned la- 
ter in the season," Mr. Barnhart 
said. 


"I have never seen the ground 


in a better condition for crops 
than this year. The earth is very 
loose and this affords much mois- 
ture to soak into the ground and 
gives the planted crops an excel- 
lent start. Rain has been plenti- 
ful and sunshine is bountiful and 
this has been ideal for the raising 
of an canning crops," according to 
Mr. Barnhart. 


The canning factories In the city 


and county will grant employment 
to 400 men during the canning sea- 
son and there will be no need of 
unemployment during the coming 
summer.

Mooney was a national legisla- 


tor since 1919. and for the past 17 
years be was connected with Dem- 
ocraclic politics in Ohio and the 
nation. He was 52 years of age. 


He served as a state senator for 


one term, 3915 to 1917. shortly af- 
ter he reentered politics. In the 
state legislature be sponsored the 
Ohio absent voters' law and the 
national guard law

Executed in Rome for Plan- 


ning Death of Mussolini; 


Admitted His Guilt. 


HOME, May 29 —Condemned by 


his 
own 
confession, 
Michael 


Schirru, naturalized American cit- 
izen, 
was executed today at 


Braschi 
fortress 
for 
plotting 


against the life of Premier Mus- 
solini. 


Schirru, the first American ever 


to face a special military tribunal 
in Italy, was convicted and sent- 
enced yesterday after a speedy 
trial. 


The Italian-born anarchist found 


an ignominious death. He was 
bound to a chair, his back to the 
firing squad and silently filed into 
the yard. The squad bad been or- 
dered to fire at the base of 'his 
spine, the usual manner of execu- 
tion in such cases. The execution 
took place at 5:05 o'clock this 
morning. 


Schirru told the court that he 


had 
contemplated assassinating 


the Premier, but later abandoned 
the plan. When he was captured, 
police discovered two bombs he 
admitted were to have been used. 
Schirru wounded three police offi- 
cers before he was subdued, and 
later attempted suicide.

Nothing ^emjohasizes the necess- 


ity of body balance in golf more 
than a strong, healthy wind that 
comes at you from the rear or 
else sets you. back on your heels 
with the fury of its onrush. Play- 
ers . . . . especially those who 
Haven't given much thought to 
body balance . . . ought to play 
in the wind whenever the oppor- 
tunity presents itself. 


No hazard in golf is half as an- 


noying or as hard to conquer as 
is the wind 
It not only hampers 


the body but distresses the mind 
as well. 


Body balance is one of the first 


virtues to bs courted by the be- 
ginner. 
Without proper balance 


he can't hope to succeed. About 
one golfer in every thousand bal- 
ances himself properly. The rest 
are all out of kilter durmg the

tell you is the follow-through. 


Instead of employing speed and 


grace in* the 
execution 
of the 


stroke, the presser 
insists upon 


using only strength. And the em- 
ployment of strength alone quick- 
ly ruins rhythm and balance. The 
sheer force of such effort upsets 
equilibrium 


When the wind blowa, pressers 


are utLercly lost. But those play- 
ers who develop balance are not 
disturbed by the 
wind. 
They 


learn how to harness the wind to 
their advantage 
However, fading 


or pulling a ball into the wind is 
the accomplishment of an expert 


It seems to be the general idea 


that strength alone is needed to 
get the ball through an onrushing 
wind. That idea is entirely wrong. 
It must be remembered that the 


Jdigh.t of, the ball depends upon the 
speed of the clubhead. If the speed
